John  "Johnny"  Maldovan  ...  Shore  '40 
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Johnny  Maldovan  was  an  all-around  athlete  at  Euclid  Shore,  starring  in 
four  sports  before  moving  on  to  college  athletics  and  eventually  a 
professional  baseball  career. 

Johnny  earned  nine  varsity  letters  in  high  school  during  four  years  of 
football,  basketball,  and  track  and  two  years  of  baseball.  Ironically  in 
baseball,  his  best  sport,  he  did  not  start  playing  high  school  baseball  until  hi: 
junior  and  senior  years.  Hal  Lebovitz,  a  Hall  of  Fame  member,  former  Plaii 
Dealer  columnist,  and  now  News-Herald  columnist,  remembers  Johnny  "as 
a  super  athlete  . . .  When  I  coached  at  Euclid  Central,  we  found  him  almost 
unhittable." 

At  Shore  Johnny  had  the  good  fortune  to  play  under  three  Euclid  Sports 
Hall  of  Fame  Coaches:  Ford  Case  (basketball  and  track),  Walt  Schwegler 
(football),  and  John  Pohto  (baseball).  A  sprinter  in  track,  he  earned  First 
Place  All-Conference  honors  in  the  100  and  220-yard  dashes. 

During  World  War  Two  Johnny  was  enrolled  at  Ohio  University  where 
he  was  a  two-sport  star.  In  baseball  he  became  a  starting  pitcher  in  his 
sophomore  year  and  also  played  first  base  or  the  outfield  when  not  on  the 
mound.  During  the  1 944  season  he  recorded  22  strikeouts  and  a  one-hitter 
against  arch-rival  Miami  of  Ohio,  one  of  the  top  performances  in  OU  histor 
to  this  day.  He  also  played  for  the  OU  basketball  team  in  1944  and  1945  an 
was  the  leading  scorer  on  the  1944  team,    (cont'd.) 


John  "Johnny"  Maldovan  (cont'd.) 


Johnny  had  a  distinguished  baseball  career  on  the  sandlots  of  Cleveland, 
winning  many  praises  for  his  pitching  efforts  in  the  very  competitive  Class  A 
League.  Long  courted  by  Major  League  Baseball  teams,  he  eventually 
signed  a  contract  with  the  New  York  Yankees  and  began  a  professional 
career  in  1945. 

Johnny  was  talented  enough  to  climb  to  the  highest  levels  of  the 
minor  leagues,  winning  pitching  spots  with  Newark  in  the  AAA  International 
League  and  with  Kansas  City  in  the  AA  American  Association.  When 
Johnny  was  in  the  Pacific  Coast  League,  however,  he  passed  away.  At  the 
time  of  this  death  he  was  coaching  in  the  junior  college  baseball  ranks.

William  "Bill"  Schneider ...  Euclid  Senior  '53 


Bill  Schneider  had  a  stellar  high  school  career  at  Euclid  Senior  High 
School,  but  it  was  after  high  school  that  he  was  able  to  share  his  skills  and 
know-how  with  players  whom  he  coached  or  with  players  at  whose  games  r 
officiated. 

Bill  was  a  three-year  starter  in  high  school  as  the  quarterback  on  Coach 
Sparky  DiBiasio's  football  team  and  as  the  shortstop  on  Hall  of  Fame  Coac 
John  Pohto's  baseball  team.  Both  the  Cleveland  Press  and  Cleveland  Newt 
honored  him  as  a  Press  Star  of  the  Week  and  News  Dream  Team  Member, 
respectively,  in  his  senior  year. 

Bill  was  also  a  talented  pitcher,  being  called  on  often  to  go  to  the  moun 
He  earned  a  7-4  overall  record  and  was  5-2  in  his  senior  year. 

Both  the  Philadelphia  Phillies  and  Cleveland  Indians  gave  Bill  a  tryout 
after  high  school,  but  instead  he  opted  to  go  to  Baldwin-Wallace  College 
where  he  played  shortstop  and  pitcher  for  three  years  before  graduating  in 
1957.  As  a  senior  at  B-W,  he  was  named  the  Most  Valuable  Player  of  his 
baseball  team  as  well  as  the  Best  Pitcher  and  Team  Co-Captain,  (cont  'd.) 


William  "Bill"  Schneider  (cont'd.) 

Bill  began  his  3 1 -year  teaching  career  by  starting  at  Euclid  Central 
Junior  High  School.  Three  years  later  he  moved  to  Euclid  Shore  Junior  High 
where  he  remained  for  four  years.  At  both  schools  he  coached  the  football 
and  baseball  teams.  In  1964  he  moved  to  Richmond  Heights  High  School 
where  he  spent  the  next  24  years  of  his  teaching  and  coaching  career.  At 
different  times  during  his  stay  at  Richmond  Heights,  Bill  served  as  a  coach 
for  football  (eight  years),  track  (two  years),  and  baseball  (one  year),  as  well 
as  the  athletic  director  (four  years).  His  baseball  team  reached  the  State 
Baseball  Tournament  Final  Four  round  in  1977.  He  was  inducted  into  the 
Richmond  Heights  Hall  of  Fame  in  1995. 

Bill  has  also  had  a  very  interesting  set  of  athletic  experiences  that  are 
apart  from  his  school  employment.  He  performed  as  either  a  player  or  as  a 
manager  in  the  Cleveland  sandlot  Class  A,  B,  C,  D,  and  F  Baseball  Leagues 
from  1949  through  1980.  His  sandlot  pitching  record  was  83-33  over  his 
many  years  in  those  leagues.  From  1969  through  1983  he  worked  for  the 
Cleveland  Browns  as  the  supervisor  of  the  visiting  team's  sideline  telephones 
during  each  home  game.  He  has  also  officiated  high  school  and  college 
football  games  for  29  years,  starting  in  1972. 

Retired  from  teaching  in  1988,  Bill  and  his  wife  Marty  live  in 
Willoughby,  OH.  Their  children  Scott,  Brian,  and  Carrie  are  all  grown  now 
and  on  their  own.  Bill  has  a  daughter  Susan  who  lives  in  Chicago.

Dennis  LeFond  ...  Euclid  Senior  '66 


Dennis  Lefond  is  one  of  the  greatest  tennis  players  ever  to  perform  for 
the  Euclid  Schools.  Along  with  teammate  George  Martinsen,  he  is  one  of 
only  two  Euclid  varsity  tennis  players  ever  to  reach  the  State  Semifinal 
Round,  and  they  each  did  it  two  times. 

In  High  School  Dennis  was  a  three-year  tennis  letter-winner  for  Hall  of 
Fame  Coach  Herb  Nold.  Although  he  also  played  some  basketball  for 
another  Hall  of  Fame  coach,  Doc  Daugherty,  it  was  in  tennis  that  Dennis 
shined.  He  was  both  a  singles  and  a  doubles  performer,  earning  first  singles 
honors  in  his  senior  year. 

In  1965  and  1966,  Dennis  teamed  with  two  different  partners  (in  1965 
with  Martinsen  and  in  1966  with  Fred  Mills)  to  reach  the  State  Doubles 
Semifinals  after  first  winning  the  District  Tournament  both  of  those  years. 
He  also  was  honored  locally  with  placement  on  the  Cleveland  City 
Championship  Team  in  his  senior  year. 


After  graduation  Dennis  went  to  Wittenberg  College  where  he  continue 
to  play  tennis,  winning  the  Ohio  Conference  Doubles  Championship  in  196

After  earning  his  bachelor's  degree  from  Wittenberg  College  in  1970,  Dennis 
moved  on  to  a  successful  marketing  career  at  Eastern  Michigan  University. 
After  18  years  at  EMU,  he  left  to  start  his  own  research  and  marketing 
consulting  firm,  doing  business  with  over  20  colleges  and  universities.  He 
also  found  time  to  earn  his  Ph.D.  in  Higher  Education  Administration  from 
Case  Western  Reserve  University.

Michael  G.  "Mike"  Grimes  ...  Euclid  Senior  70 


Mike  Grimes  is  the  only  State  Champion  in  Gymnastics  that  Euclid  has 
ever  had,  and  he  accomplished  this  feat  two  times.  Since  Euclid  no  longer 
fields  gymnastics  teams,  Mike's  great  achievements  stand  alone  as  probably 
the  first  and  last  times  that  a  state  gymnastics  champion  will  represent 
Euclid.. 

Involved  in  gymnastics  from  9th  Grade  on,  Mike  earned  letters  each  year. 
Although  Howard  Reminick  was  his  titular  coach,  essentially,  with  Howard's 
agreement,  Mike  was  .his  own  coach.  He  had  great  natural  ability  and  had 
received  preliminary  training  before  he  got  to  high  school  where  his  talent 
took  over  and  Mike  shined. 

He  was  also  quite  a  wrestler  at  103  pounds  and  earned  a  letter  each  year 
in  that  sport  as  well.  As  a  wrestler  Mike  was  good  enough  to  place  fourth  in 
the  1969  sectionals. 

Mike  remembers  having  difficulty  at  times  during  his  high  school  career 
attending  both  wrestling  and  gymnastics  events  because  a  number  of  times 
both  sports'  events  were  held  on  the  same  day  and  close  to  each  other  as  to 
time.  He  remembers  having  to  change  his  uniform  from  one  sport  to  the  next 
in  the  car  on  the  way  to  the  next  sport's  location,    (cont'd.) 


Michael  G.  "Mike"  Grimes  (cont'd) 

In  the  1969-and  1970  State  Gymnastics  Tournaments,  Mike  was  the 
Ail-Around  Champion  each  time.  At  the  previous  two  tournaments  Mike 
was  accomplished  enough  to  win  some  individual  events  as  well.  His  high 
school  accomplishments  in  this  demanding  sport  rank  him  as  one  of  Euclid's 
most  singular  champions. 

After  high  school  graduation,  Mike  earned  a  full  gymnastics  scholarship 
to  the  University  of  Illinois  where  he  competed  at  the  major  college  level  in 
the  Big  Ten  and  National  Collegiate  Athletic  Association  events.  In  1973 
and  1974  he  served  as  his  team's  captain  and  was  selected  as  the  Most 
Valuable  Team  member. 

A  four-year  letter-winner  at  Illinois,  Mike  was  named  his  team's  Most 
Valuable  Gymnast  and  finished  third  one  year  in  the  Big  Ten's  Compulsory 
Gymnastics  Event.  In  1974  he  tried  out  for  the  United  States  Olympic  Team, 
losing  his  chance  to  make  the  team  when  he  broke  an  ankle  at  the  trials.  He 
graduated  from  Illinois  in  1974  with  a  bachelor's  degree  in  business. 

Mike  is  currently  president  and  chief  executive  officer  of  Financial 
Solutions  and  Associates,  a  St.  Louis,  MO,  wealth-planning  firm.

Michael  D.  "Mike"  Hrnyak  ...  Euclid  Senior  '75 
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In  the  spring  of  1975,  Mike  Hrnyak  became  part  of  an  historic  brother 
act.  He  had  just  completed  another  great  year  as  a  shortstop  on  the  Euclid 
Panthers  baseball  team.  That  same  spring,  at  the  end  of  his  senior  year,  he 
was  presented  with  the  annual  Outstanding  Athlete  of  the  Year  Award  by  the 
Euclid  Fraternal  Order  of  Police.  As  noteworthy  as  this  award  was,  it  also 
marked  the  first  time  in  Euclid's  sports  history  that  two  brothers  had  won  the 
same  award.  Mike's  brother  Nick  was  the  winner  in  1967. 

Mike  came  by  his  selection  in  truly  outstanding  fashion,  earning  in  his 
senior  year  baseball  team  captain  honors  as  well  as  placement  on  the 
All-Ohio,  Lake  Erie  League,  All-Scholastic,  and  East/West  All  Star  Teams. 
He  was  also  selected  to  the  Cleveland  Plain  Dealer  Dream  Team  that  same 
year. 

Mike  was  a  three-year  letter-winner  for  Hall  of  Fame  Coach  Bob  Addis. 
He  was  a  great  shortstop  who  could  hit  for  a  high  average  as  well  as  field  a 
very  tough  position. 

He  continued  his  baseball  career  in  college,  first  at  Ohio  University  for 
two  years  and  then  at  Cleveland  State  University  for  the  next  two  years. 

A  production  control  worker  at  Component  Repair  Technologies,  Mike 
also  is  president  of  his  own  company,  S.O.S.  Mole  Trappers  LLC. 

He  lives  in  Mentor,  OH,  with  his  wife  Toni,  their  daughter  Nicolette,  and 
their  son  Michael.

Thomas  "Tom"  Wandersleben  ...  Euclid  Senior  77 


Tom  Wandersleben  was  one  of  the  greatest  interior  linemen  ever  to  play 
for  the  Euclid  Panthers.  A  tall  blond  giant,  he  was  a  mainstay  on  the  Euclid 
football  and  track  teams  for  which  he  played. 

Tom  lettered  two  years  in  football  as  a  tackle  for  Coach  Ron  Seymour, 
and  he  won  five  more  letters  in  the  shot  put  and  discus,  two  in  indoor  and 
three  in  outdoor  track  and  field  for  Hall  of  Fame  Coach  Bob  Ramlow's 
teams. 

In  his  senior  year  Tom  really  blossomed  as  a  performer  and  won  many 
honors.  In  football  he  was  the  team  captain  and  was  selected  to  many  all-star 
teams:  Plain  Dealer  Dream  Team,  Press  All-Star  First  Team,  Sun 
Newspapers  First  Team,  News-Herald  First  Team,  Great  Lakes  District  First 
Team,  Ohio  All-Star  North/South  Game  Team  member,  All-Scholastic 
Team,  and  All-Ohio  Third  Team. 

In  track  and  field,  Tom  was  the  team  captain,  the  Greater  Cleveland 
Conference  and  District  shot  put  and  discus  champion,  and  an  eighth-place 
finisher  for  the  discus  in  the  State  Meet.  At  the  end  of  his  senior  year,  Tom 
won  the  annual  Kenneth  Sims  Award  for  being  a  top  athlete. 

After  high  school,  Tom  accepted  a  football  scholarship  to  the  University 
of  Michigan  where  he  won  various  team  player  of  the  week  awards  and  was 
a  member  of  three  Big  Ten  Championship  teams  as  well  as  one  Rose  Bowl 
Championship  team.  After  he  had  finished  at  Michigan.  Tom  returned  to 
Euclid  to  act  as  a  coach  for  the  football  and  track  teams  from  1982  through 
1985.  For  enjoyment  Tom  likes  to  run  in  long-distance  races  such  as  the 
10K.    Currently,  Tom  lives  in  Sagamore  Hills,  OH.

Gordon  "Gordie"  McCance  ...  Euclid  Senior  '83 


There  have  been  some  great  hockey  players  to  play  for  Euclid,  but  none 
was  greater  than  Goaltender  Gordie  McCance,  who  guarded  the  Euclid  nets 
like  no  one  before  or  since. 

Lettering  for  three  years  under  Hall  of  Fame  Coach  Dick  Homovec,  from 
his  sophomore  year  on,  Gordie  established  himself  as  one  of  the  premier 
goaltenders  in  Ohio.  To  this  day  he  is  regarded  as  one  of  the  finest  in  Ohio 
interscholastic  hockey  history. 

Gordie  also  earned  a  letter  as  the  backup  catcher  on  Hall  of  Fame  Coach 
Paul  Serra's  1982  State  Championship  Baseball  Team. 

Gordie  became  a  hockey  starter  as  a  10th  grader.  In  1 1th  grade  he  was 
honored  with  the  prestigious  Moe  Roberts  Memorial  Award  as  the  most 
outstanding  goalie  at  the  1981  Thornton  Park  Invitational  Tournament  in 
Shaker  Heights.  This  was  one  of  only  two  times  in  the  tournament's  history 
that  the  award  went  to  a  goalie  whose  team  did  not  play  in  the  championship 
game.  He  also  was  named  as  a  First  Team  All-Scholastic  selection  in  his 
junior  and  senior  years  when  he  was  also  selected  as  his  team's  Most 
Valuable  Player,  (cont'd.) 


Gordon  "Gordie"  McCance  (cont'd.) 


At  the  collegiate  level,  Gordie  played  hockey  first  at  Plattsburgh  State 
University  in  New  York  for  one  year  before  transferring  to  Ohio  University 
for  the  next  three  years.  At  OU,  Gordie  started  for  three  seasons,  winning 
honors  by  his  selection  to  two  tournament  teams,  once  as  a  first-team  pick  at 
the  Perm  State  Invitational  and  once  as  a  second-team  selection  at  the 
National  Club  Hockey  Championships  in  Fargo,  ND,  where  OU  finished 
third  in  the  national  tournament.  Gordie  finished  his  college  career  as  a 
goaltender  with  a  positive  overall  won-lost  record  of  41-15.  He  graduated 
from  OU  with  a  B.S.  degree  in  1988. 

Gordie  kept  up  with  hockey  after  college  with  coaching  assignments 
locally,  working  in  particular  as  a  goalie  coach  at  University  School  when  its 
team  made  it  to  the  State  Semifinals  in  1990. 

Earning  an  M.B.A.  from  Baldwin-Wallace  University  in  2000,  Gordie 
currently  is  Vice  President  of  Sales  for  Master  Brand  Cabinets,  a  large 
company  in  Atlanta,  GA.  He  lives  in  Acworth,  GA,  with  his  wife  Connie 
and  their  two  daughters  Claire  and  Caroline.

Luis  P.  "Lou"  Nieves,  Jr. ...  Euclid  Senior  '83 


Lou  Nieves  has  a  distinction  that  no  other  Ohio  high  school  baseball 
player  has.  As  one  of  only  two  juniors  to  be  a  starter  on  the  powerful  1982 
team  that  had  a  34-1  record,  he  was  credited  with  both  the  win  and  the  save 
in  that  year's  State  Championship  Game  that  Euclid  won  3-2  against 
Lancaster.  Hall  of  Fame  Coach  Paul  Serra  used  a  recent  rule  change  in  Ohio 
regarding  re-entry  of  a  player  to  remove  Lou  from  the  mound  in  the  fifth 
inning  of  the  game  and  then  to  re-insert  him  in  the  seventh  and  last  inning, 
setting  him  up  for  both  the  win  and  the  save. 

In  that  Final  Four  tournament  of  AAA  big  school  powers,  Lou  was  very 
important  to  the  Panthers'  eventual  state  title.  First  he  came  on  to  save  the 
semifinal  game  against  Toledo  Central  Catholic,  and  then  in  the 
championship  game  against  Lancaster  he  started  the  game,  was  relieved  with 
Euclid  in  the  lead  by  Jim  Mitch  for  1  2/3  innings,  and  then  returned  in  the 
final  inning  to  get  the  last  out  with  a  man  on  first  base  and  the  score  3-2  in 
Euclid's  favor,  earning  both  the  win  and  the  save.  In  1978  and  1979  Euclid 
had  gone  into  the  state  championship  game  ahead  in  the  last  inning  and  had 
lost  both  times  in  the  final  frame,  ironically  by  the  same  score,  3-2,  that 
Euclid  won  by  in  the  1982  game. 


Lou  was  also  the  winning  pitcher  in  the  District  Final  against  Nordonia, 
8-0,  and  in  the  Regional  Final  against  Padua,  4-2.  As  a  junior  Lou  had  a  5-0 
record  as  a  pitcher,  (cont  'd.) 


Luis  P.  "Lou"  Nieves,  Jr.  (cont'd) 


In  baseball  he  was  an  All-Ohio  pitcher  selection  as  a  senior  when  he 
pitched  for  the  GCC  Championship  team  that  had  a  25-4  overall  won-lost 
record.  His  personal  won-lost  record  in  two  years  of  varsity  pitching  was  an 
outstanding  11-1. 

Lou  earned  five  letters  as  a  high  school  athlete:  two  in  baseball  as  a 
pitcher  and  first  baseman,  two  in  football  as  an  offensive  tackle  for  Coach 
Ron  Seymour,  and  one  in  wrestling  during  his  senior  year  for  Coach  Harry 
King.  He  won  many  honors  for  his  football  and  baseball  exploits.  In 
baseball  and  football  he  was  named  to  the  Greater  Cleveland  Conference 
First  Teams.  In  football  he  was  on  the  News-Herald's  All-Star  First  Team. 
In  baseball,  in  addition  to  being  an  All-Ohio  player,  he  was  one  of  15 
Cleveland  area  all-stars  selected  to  play  on  the  elite  Rawlings  U.S.A.  Connie 
Mack  Team  that  toured  Italy  one  summer  for  two  weeks,  played  games,  and 
gave  clinics  to  European  teams.  At  the  end  of  his  senior  year,  he  also  won 
the  Outstanding  Athlete  Award  that  is  annually  given  by  the  Euclid  Fraternal 
Order  of  Police. 

Lou  won  a  scholarship  to  Cornell  University  (Class  of  1987)  where  he 
played  football  (1983)  and  baseball  (1984)  before  a  rotator  cuff  injury  ended 
his  athletic  career. 

In  1999  Lou  went  out  west,  eventually  settling  in  Chandler,  AZ. 
Currently  he  is  a  sales  and  merchandising  representative  for  Pearce 
Beverage,  the  fourth  largest  beverage  distributor  in  the  United  States.  He 
still  keeps  involved  with  baseball  as  an  umpire  and  coach  in  the  Chandler 
National  Little  League.

Jo  Ann  Zele  Arnold  ...  Euclid  Senior  '83 


Jo  Ann  Zele  tasted  defeat  very  rarely  when  she  was  a  swimmer  in  high 
school.  She  was  Miss  All -Everything  during  her  three-year  high  school 
career.  Although  she  also  played  softball  very  well  for  three  years,  it  was  in 
swimming  that  she  really  made  her  mark,  leaving  three  records  that  still 
stand  today  and  qualifying  for  the  State  Swim  Meet  in  seven  events  over 
three  years. 

As  a  sophomore,  Jo  Ann  was  the  Greater  Cleveland  Conference 
Champion  in  the  200  Medley  Relay  and  the  100  Backstroke  (a  GCC  record 
time)  and  runner-up  in  the  200  Individual  Medley  and  qualified  for  the  State 
Meet  in  those  same  three  events  while  also  setting  school  records  in  them. 
She  was  also  undefeated  in  her  GCC  dual  meets  that  year. 

In  her  junior  and  senior  years,  Jo  Ann  did  not  disappoint  Panther  fans.  In 
her  junior  year  she  was  the  GCC  Champion  in  the  200  Medley  Relay,  100 
Backstroke,  and  200  Individual  Medley.  Once  again  she  was  undefeated  in 
league  dual  meets. 

As  a  senior  Jo  Ann  repeated  as  GCC  champion  in  the  200  Individual 
Medley  and  the  200  Individual  Medley  Relay.   She  also  won  the  100 
Breaststroke  title.  She  qualified  for  the  State  Meet  in  the  100  Breaststroke. 
She  finished  her  career  that  year  still  undefeated  in  GCC  dual  meets.

Jo  Ann  was  a  model  of  high-level  consistency  during  her  high  school 
swimming  career.  Undefeated  in  league  dual  meets  during  those  three  years. 
she  set  three  school  records  that  are  still  unbroken  today:  200  Individual 
Medley,  100  Breaststroke,  and  100  Backstroke.  She  also  qualified  for  the 
State  Meet  in  all  three  years  as  a  varsity  swimmer. 

A  team  captain  and  Most  Valuable  Performer  in  her  senior  year,  Jo 
Ann's  swim  teams  won  the  GCC  Team  Championship  Meet  as  well  as 
every  team  dual  meet  for  all  three  years  that  she  was  on  the  team.  She 
made  the  Plain  Dealer  Swimmer  of  the  Week  in  each  of  her  three  years  on 
the  team  and  the  All-District  Team  in  10th  and  1 1th  Grade. 

Jo  Ann  was  also  a  three-year  starter  on  the  Softball  team  as  a  pitcher. 
She  was  the  captain  of  this  team  as  well  as  the  MVP  in  her  senior  year.  Both 
the  Cleveland  Plain  Dealer  and  News-Herald  selected  Jo  Ann  as  Player  of 
the  Week  in  her  senior  year.  At  the  end  of  her  senior  year,  she  was  selected 
to  receive  Euclid's  Best  Female  Athlete/Scholar  Award.  Jo  Ann  then  went 
to  Bowling  Green  State  University  but  chose  not  to  swim  in  college. 

As  a  wife  and  mother,  Jo  Ann  still  competes  in  some  sports.  She 
participated  in  the  National  City  Bank  Triathlon  for  three  years  and  is 
currently  a  member  of  the  United  States  Tennis  Association,  participating  in 
USTA  leagues  at  the  3.5  and  4.0  levels.  Jo  Ann  lives  in  Highland  Heights, 
OH,  with  her  husband  Jeff  and  their  three  daughters  Alana,  Logan,  and 
Brooke.

David  "Dave"  Potokar ...  Euclid  '87 


Dave  Potokar  was  Mr.  Versatility  during  his  four  years  as  a  varsity 
performer  at  Euclid  High.  He  was  not  only  a  great  athlete,  but  he  was  also 
highly  regarded  by  his  coaches  for  being  a  hard  worker,  a  team  player,  and  a 
coachable  young  man.  As  a  way  of  proving  this,  he  earned  eight  letters:  one 
in  baseball,  three  in  football,  and  four  in  hockey. 

Dave  was  a  gutsy,  hard-nosed  player.  The  positions  that  he  played  in 
these  three  sports  were  not  easy  ones.  In  particular,  in  football  he  was  a 
three-way  player,  starting  and  playing  on  offense,  defense,  and  special  teams 
as  the  quarterback,  safety  man,  punter,  and  punt  returner.  The  only  time  he 
might  come  off  the  field  was  on  a  kickoff.  In  baseball,  he  was  in  on  every 
pitch  as  the  catcher.  In  hockey  he  was  a  rock-tough  defenseman.  In  all  three 
sports  Dave  was  a  starter  and  a  key  performer.  In  whatever  game  situation 
he  found  himself,  he  did  not  back  down 

By  the  time  that  Dave's  high  school  football  career  was  over,  he  had  won 
many  honors:  Plain  Dealer  Dream  Team  and  Offensive  Player  of  the  Year, 
News-Herald  All-Star  Team,  John  James  Memorial  MVP  Award,  and  the 
WJW-TV  High  School  Player  of  the  Week  Award. 

As  a  10th  grader  Dave  was  selected  by  Football  Coach  Jim  Rattay  as  the 
Best  Sophomore,  and  in  1 1th  grade  he  was  picked  as  the  team's  Outstanding 
Offensive  Back  and  Outstanding  Defensive  Back  by  Coach  Tom  Banc.  In 
12th  grade  he  captained  the  football  team  as  well  as  winning  the  awards  listed 
above.  By  the  end  of  his  senior  season  he  had  passing  records  that  still  have 
him  ranked  third  today  among  all-time  Euclid  passers,      (cont'd.)

In  hockey  Dave  was  a  tri-captain  of  his  Division  II  Baron  Cup 
Championship  Team  in  his  junior  year.  He  also  received  the  Euclid 
Scholar/ Athlete  Award  at  the  end  of  his  senior  year. 

Dave  played  college  football  as  a  cornerback  for  two  years  at  the 
University  of  Dayton,  playing  on  the  team  that  was  the  Division  HI  National 
Champion  in  1987  at  the  Amos  Alonzo  Stagg  Bowl.  Dave  graduated  from 
Dayton  in  1991  with  a  bachelor  of  fine  arts  degree. 

Dave  is  the  owner  of  a  downtown  Cleveland  computer-generated 
multimedia  business  named  CG  Images.  He  lives  in  Cuyahoga  Falls,  OH, 
with  his  wife  Christine  and  their  two  sons  Jack  and  Nathan.

Gerald  J.  "Jerry"  Petrofes  ...  Euclid  Senior  '53 
Lifetime  Achievement 


Jerry  Petrofes,  a  retired  college  wrestling  coach,  lives  in  Palmyra,  PA, 
with  his  wife  Kathy.  They  have  two  grown  daughters,  Karen  and  Teri.  They 
have  three  grandchildren,  two  of  whom,  fittingly,  are  on  wrestling  teams.  It 
is  here  at  this  peaceful  point  in  Jerry's  life  that  it  is  worthwhile  to  reflect 
back  on  his  remarkable  life. 

Jerry  Petrofes  has  spent  his  lifetime  being  a  credit  to  the  sport  of 
wrestling  and  to  himself.  He  has  demonstrated  a  love  for  wrestling  by 
performing  as  a  wrestler,  coaching  young  wrestlers  at  the  high  school  and 
college  levels,  starting  a  prestigious  college  wrestling  tournament,  acting  as  a 
wrestling  official,  and  serving  as  an  officer  of  two  national  wrestling  coaches 
associations. 

In  recognition  of  his  lifelong  commitment  to  the  sport  of  wrestling,  Jerry 
has  been  selected  to  five  other  halls  of  fame  in  addition  to  his  selection  to  the 
Euclid  Schools  Sports  Hall  of  Fame:  National  Wrestling  Coaches  Division 
IE  Hall  of  Fame,  Pennsylvania  High  School  District  Three  Hall  of  Fame, 
Lebanon  Valley  College  Athletic  Hall  of  Fame  (the  first  non-LVC  graduate 
to  be  inducted),  Pennsylvania  Sports  Hall  of  Fame,  and  the  National 
Wrestling  Hall  of  Fame,    (cont  'd.) 


Gerald  J.  "Jerry"  Petrofes  (cont'd.) 

It  is  obvious  that  Jerry  is  no  stranger  to  fame  and  success.  He  has 
coached  five  All-Amencans,  25  National  Collegiate  Athletic  Association 
qualifiers,  and  40  Middle  Atlantic  Conference  place-winners,  including  five 
conference  champions  and  1 1  runners-up  during  his  25 -year  coaching  career 
as  the  head  coach  of  the  Lebanon  Valley  College  (PA)  wrestling  program. 
He  guided  the  LVC  Dutchmen  to  a  216-160-2  conference  record  and  a 
266-175-2  overall  record  (1963-1988).  He  also  coached  the  golf  team  to 
great  successes,  qualifying  three  teams  to  NCAA  tournaments  and  coaching 
three  All -Americans.  His  overall  golf  record  was  an  outstanding  165-42. 
Somehow  Jerry  also  found  time  to  serve  as  the  athletic  trainer  and  athletic 
director. 

One  notable  and  lasting  achievement  occurred  when  Jerry  started  the 
annual  prestigious  Lebanon  Valley  Wrestling  Invitational  Tournament  in 
1970,  which  has  since  been  renamed  in  his  honor  following  his  retirement  m 
1988  and  which  he  still  serves  as  tournament  director. 

Away  from  the  mats  Jerry  served  as  Chairman  of  the  Physical  Education 
Department  and  as  Associate  Professor  of  Physical  Education  and 
Elementary  Education. 

Before  he  got  to  the  college  ranks  in  Pennsylvania,  however,  Jerry  had 
some  Ohio  roots.  After  earning  his  bachelor's  degree  in  1958  at  Kent  State 
University,  where  he  wrestled  for  three  years  for  legendary  Coach  Joe 
Begala  (his  high  school  coach's  college  coach)  and  had  a  10-10  record,  he 
started  his  coaching  career  at  Ravenna  Township  (OH)  High  School  and 
guided  two  of  his  wrestlers  to  the  1959  State  Tournament.  The  next  year  he 
moved  to  Aurora  (OH)  High  School  where  his  teams  had  a  44-1 1  overall 
record  and  where  during  his  three  years  there  he  had  five  state  qualifiers. 

In  1962  Jerry  got  his  master's  degree  from  Kent  and  he  moved  to 
Williams  College  (MA)  to  begin  his  college  coaching  career.  In  1963  Jerry 
took  the  job  at  Lebanon  Valley  College  and  began  a  25-year  record  of 
excellence. 

But  before  all  of  Jerry's  coaching  experiences,  there  were  his  formative 
experiences  in  the  city  of  Euclid  and  at  Euclid  Senior  High  School  (Class  of 
1953).  In  high  school  Jerry  wrestled  for  three  years  and  lettered  for  two 
under  Hall  of  Fame  Coach  Clarence  Eckert.  He  had  the  misfortune  of  being 
in  the  same  weight  class  as  State  Champion  and  Hall  of  Famer  Don  Paz  and 
had  to  wait  his  turn  to  perform.  He  also  lettered  for  three  years  in  golf  for 
Coach  Harold  Blackburn.  In  addition,  he  was  the  equipment  manager  for 
both  the  football  and  basketball  teams. 


Gerald  J.  "Jerry"  Petrofes  (cont'd.) 

Although  Jerry's  high  school  athletic  achievements  seem  modest  in 
comparison  to  those  which  he  achieved  after  high  school,  it  is  important  to 
mention,  but  not  to  emphasize,  that  at  the  age  of  five  he  was  orphaned  by  the 
death  of  both  of  his  parents  in  an  automobile  accident.  Raised  by  his 
grandparents  in  Euclid,  six  years  later  he  was  stricken  with  polio  at  the  age 
of  1 1 .  Jerry  survived  the  deadly  illness,  but  he  was  left  with  a  crippled  right 
leg  that  hindered  him  from  ever  having  the  kind  of  high  personal  athletic 
success  that  he  aspired  to  as  a  high  school  and  college  wrestler. 

That  understood,  it  is  obvious  that  Jerry's  lifetime  achievements  speak 
for  themselves.  He  never  asked  for  any  special  favors  as  a  wrestler  or  as  a 
coach  or  as  a  person.  His  love  for  the  sport  of  wrestling  and  his  zest  for  life 
have  transcended  whatever  obstacles  that  life  has  put  in  his  way.  In  the 
overall  scheme  of  things,  Jerry  was,  and  still  is,  a  champion.

Joseph  "Rod"  Rodriguez  ...  Coach 


There  is  one  Euclid  swimming  coach  whose  name  is  particularly 
synonymous  with  excellence  and  success,  and  that  name  belongs  to  Joseph 
"Rod"  Rodriguez  who  swam  competitively  in  high  school  at  Shaw  High 
School,  one  of  Euclid's  rivals,  before  he  went  on  to  compete  at  Ohio 
University. 

When  he  came  to  Euclid  Senior  High  School  in  1967,  after  one  year 
teaching  and  coaching  in  Miami,  FL,  Rod  began  a  long  career  as  a  successful 
physical  education  teacher  and  coach. 

During  his  33  years  with  the  Euclid  City  Schools,  Rod  coached 
swimming  and  diving,  tennis,  track  and  field,  water  polo,  and  cross  country 
teams.  As  the  head  coach  for  the  Boys  Swim  Team,  Rod  had  great  success, 
leading  his  team  to  become  a  powerhouse  in  both  the  Lake  Erie  League  and 
Greater  Cleveland  Conference,  winning  10  league  championships,  one 
district  title,  and  a  fifth  place  finish  in  the  State  Meet  (1979). 

In  fact,  as  of  the  time  of  his  Euclid  Schools  Sports  Hall  of  Fame 
induction  in  2004,  all  of  his  boy's  teams'  school  records  are  still  held  by 
swimmers  that  he  coached.  During  his  17  years  of  coaching,  his  teams  had 
148  wins,  47  losses,  and  two  ties.  In  1982  Ohio  swim  coaches  selected  him 
as  "State  Coach  of  the  Year."  (cont'd.) 


Joseph  "Rod"  Rodriguez  (cont'd) 


In  1972  Rod  introduced  water  polo,  a  club  sport,  as  a  conditioning 
activity  prior  to  the  swim  season.  It  blossomed  into  a  sport  that  most  boy 
swimmers  preferred  over  swimming  matches  because  it  involved  a  team  and 
game  concept  that  most  of  them  were  already  familiar  with.  The  athletes 
who  participated  received  a  great  pre-season  workout  and  were  well  prepared 
for  the  start  of  the  formal  swim  season.  He  was  instrumental  in  organizing 
an  invitational  state  water  polo  tournament  in  1972  that  was  hosted  by 
Euclid. 

After  retiring  in  2000,  Rod  became  the  Park  and  Recreation  Director  for 
the  City  of  Chardon,  OH.  He  still  enjoys  competition  and  participates  in 
triathlons  and  adventure  races  with  his  son  and  son-in-law.  He  consistently 
places  among  the  top  finishers  in  his  age  group. 

Rod  lives  in  Chardon  with  his  wife  Joyce.  Their  three  children  Teresa, 
Cindie,  and  Steve  are  married  and  live  in  the  area,  blessing  Rod  and  Joyce 
with  nine  grandchildren.

Chester  "Chet"  Zawack  ...  Honorary

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The  Euclid  Panthers  Boosters  Club  does  not  have  its  own  Hall  of  Fame, 
but  if  it  did,  Chester  "Chet"  Zawack  would  be  a  charter  member. 

Through  his  untiring  efforts,  the  student  athletes  of  the  Euclid  City 
Schools  were  direct  beneficiaries  of  the  efforts  of  the  Boosters  Club.  For 
over  40  years  Chet  was  a  fixture  in  the  club,  and  the  young  Panther  athletes 
received  the  benefits  of  his  influence. 

Chet  moved  from  Cleveland  to  Euclid  in  the  1940's  with  his  new  wife 
Gladys,  whom  he  married  after  graduating  from  East  Tech  High  School  and 
attending  Fenn  College.  He  entered  World  War  Two  shortly  after  moving  to 
Euclid  and  saw  combat  in  the  European  Theater  of  Operations.  After  his 
military  service  Chet  returned  to  Gladys  in  Euclid  and  worked  for  the 
Sherwin  Williams  Company  until  he  retired  in  1980. 

Chefs  move  to  Euclid  was  mutually  beneficial  to  him  and  to  the  citizens 
of  Euclid.  Although  he  never  ran  for  elected  office,  he  busied  himself  with 
activities  that  would  make  life  in  Euclid  better.  He  was  involved  m  the 
Euclid  Boys  League  and  the  Pony  League.  He  was  a  positive  supporter  of 
the  City  of  Euclid  and  its  schools.  He  was  a  deacon  of  his  church.  Shore 
Haven  Lutheran  Church.  For  over  40  years  he  was  an  active  member  of  the 
Euclid  Boosters  Club.     Even  when  his  two  sons  Dan  and  Rich  had 
graduated  from  high  school  and  were  finished  playing  interscholastically. 
Chet  continued  his  involvement  with  the  Boosters,   (con:  'd.) 


Chester  "Chet"   Zawack  (cont'd.) 


For  over  30  years  Chet  had  a  special  spot  on  the  visitors'  sidelines 
during  Euclid  football  games  in  DiBiasio  Stadium.  That  spot  was  one  that  he 
was  personally  responsible  for  creating.  It  was  a  concession  stand  that,  along 
with  the  efforts  of  other  Boosters  stands  and  other  fundraisers,  helped  to 
provide  hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars  for  Euclid  athletics.  Uniforms, 
trips,  and  other  related  expenses  were  all  part  of  the  benefits  that  the 
Boosters  made  available  for  the  Euclid  athletic  programs. 

It  has  been  said  that  Chet  was  "the  heart  and  soul  of  the  Boosters  Club" 
for  a  long  time.  He  was  the  "one  constant."  He  enjoyed  his  friends  on  the 
Boosters.  Along  with  close  friends  Jack  Subel  and  Herb  Murphy,  he  got  to 
see  the  Boosters  grow  into  a  positive  force  in  Euclid. 

Chet  passed  away  in  1999.  Although  his  unselfish  devotion  and 
leadership  are  no  longer  with  us,  his  noble  and  caring  spirit  lives  on  in  the 
Euclid  Boosters  Club  that  still  bears  his  lasting  imprint.

There  shall  be  four  (4)  categories  of  nominees  eligible: 

A.  Athlete: 

An  athlete's  class  must  have  graduated  at  least  ten  (10)  years  prior  to 
selection. 

B.  Coach/Athletic  Administrator: 

1 .  A  coach  or  athletic  administrator  must  have  served  on  the  staff  of 
Euclid  Schools. 

2.  A  coach  or  athletic  administrator  must  have  retired  from  his/her 
position  or  left  the  school. 

C.  Honorary: 

An  honorary  nominee  must  have  made  a  significant  impact  on  the 
Euclid  High  School's  sports  programs  and  would  not  otherwise  qualify 
as  an  athlete  or  as  a  coach  or  athletic  administrator  or  lifetime 
achievement  in  athletics. 

D.  Criteria: 

1 .  Varsity  level  of  competition  (including  Girls  Athletic  Club  and 
Girls  Athletic  Association) 

2.  Leadership 

3.  Impact  on  athletic  program 

4.  All-Scholastic 

5.  All-Ohio  or  State  Champion 

6.  State  or  National  record  holder 

7.  All-Star  Team 

8.  School  record  holder,  etc. 

9.  Postgraduate  image 

10.  Outstanding  postgraduate  sports  achievements 

E.  Lifetime  Achievement  in  Athletics 

1 .  A  nominee  must  be  from  a  class  which  has  graduated  at  least  10 
years  prior  to  selection. 

2.  A  nomine  must  have  made  a  significant  impact  in  the  field  of 
athletics  as  a  postgraduate  of  his  or  her  Euclid  High  School. 

3.  A  nominee  may  not  otherwise  qualify  in  another  category  for 
Sports  Hall  of  Fame  selection.
